Crisis in Ccal Strik* Near. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 23 —There Is 


now every indication that the strike 


! of the anthracite coal miners is near- 
] tng a crucial point, and the crisis i* 


expected to come at almost any time 
within tne next few weeks, and cer- 
tainly before September 1. Operators 
claim that their old miners have been 
leaving their names at the offices of 
the companies as being desirous of re- 
turning to work. These operators say 
that the only reason they have not 
made an effort to start is that they are 
merely awaiting the time when a suf- 
ficient percentage of men have applied 
to Insure that there will be some meas- 
ure of peace assured. 
; On the other hand, the striking min- 
•ers seem equally confident that there 
will be no break in the strike until 
their grievances have been adjusted. 
The leaders state that they have every 
means at hand to carry on the strike 
indefinitely. 


At present it seems, from what little 


the operators and coal roads will state, 
that an attempt would be made almost 
any time to start some of the mines. 
The one thing that is said to keep back 
such action is the fear that riots might 
ensue if any large percentage of min- 
ers were left Idle. It Is believed by 
those who understand, the situation 
that it would be folly to attempt to 
use miners who are not thorough!}' ac- 
quainted with the particular mines in 
which they are placed at work. Under 
the Pennsylvania law no miner can 
secure a license unless he has worked 
at least two years as an assistant. 
There are not believed to be enough 
of these to work more than a few 
mines.

PLEASURE SEEKERS DROWNED 


Excursion Steamer On Elbe Cut In Two 


By a Tug. 


Hamburg, July £2.—One hundred ancl 


four lives were lost In a collision on the 


i river Elbe early yesterday morning be- 


j tween the excursion steamer Primus 


and the Hamburg-American line tug 
Hansa.' Sixty-one bodies tave bees 
recovered. 


The Primus liad made an excursion 


trip from Buxtehude, province of Han- 
over, Prussia, and had 185 passengers 
on board. While on the Elbe, between 
Blankenez and Kinstettin. the Primus 
attempted to cross the river channel 
and was rainnied by the Hansa. The 
tug tore her way clear through the 
side of the steamer, almost cutting her 
in two. The Primus began to settle, 
and the Hansa's crew set about to res- 
cue the painc-stricken passengers ol 
the steamer, many of whom, jumped in- 
-to the river rather than go down with 
the ill-fatefl steamer. Fifty of the pas- 
sengers were hauled aboard tfee tug by 
means of ropes and boat hook-s. 


The terrible panic that occurred on 


the Primus when the Hansa struck 
"her rendered the efforts to save her 
passengers almost useless.

•the survivors furnish graphic descrip- 
tions of the awful suddeness of the 
disaster. According to their story, the 
T»and was playing and rnaEy couples 
were dancing on deck when, the crash 
of the collision came like a thunder- 
bolt.

Jt Deer-ft'anting Experience Among the Pawnee Indians.

feast. 
Our trouble all came from hiring the 


young Pawnee to carry in one of Ar- 
nold's deer. 


We were cacsped in the thick wil- 


lows on the Loup river between Tim- 
ber Creek and the Cedar and bad been 
out three days. There was already 
considerable snow on the ground, more 


• had fallen during the- night, so that 
the walking was very bad.' 


On the morning of that third cay 


we sat at breakfast discussing means 
of bringing in ihe two ccer which Ar- 
nold had killed the evening before. 
It was just then that this Indian came 
down the river and turned into our 
camp. 


As soon as we had hired him to 


carry in one of the dce-r we all set 
out together. 
After a long search Ar- 


nold found one of his deer where he 
had cached it in -a snow-drift- The In- 
dian promised to get into camp with 
it before dark. We went on for the 
other deer which we found and un- 
dertook to carry to camp, packing it 
turn about. The snow was so deep 
that long before we got in we were 
so tired that we could carry the deer 
but a few rods at a time. However, 
we did finally get to camp at dark and 
there found three Indians waiting for 
«s. The other deer had not arrived. 


While preparing s-upper we both 


threw our belts, knives and pistols up- 
on the bed. After we had fed our 
visitors they told us that they were 
camped across the Cedar, up the Loup 
a very short distance. So after sup- 
per we decided to go with them and 
see if the Indian had gotten that far 
with our deer. We 
went 
without 


arms. 


There was no moon: but the stars 


and tbe snow-covered ground made It 
quite light. The three Indians went 
ahead, breaking the trail, and we fol- 
lowed. They traveled very fast, for 
some time: then they broke into a 
trot, which grew gradually "faster and 
faster UBLU we found it almost im- 
possible 
to keep up with them. 


Finally we lost sight of them and be- 
gan to suspect something was wrong. 
However, we concluded to follow on. 
They could not hide their trail in the 
deep snow, and we could always find 
oar way back to camp. 


After a while on Indian struck for

An un- 
usually heavy stroke of lightning, 
which struck about a quarter of a mile 
distant, had the most positive and pro- 
nounced effect on the brain under ob- 
servation. Here the fortunate investi- 
gator found the exact natural con- i 
ditions which he was trying to produce j 
artificially. 


While the experiments are far from 


final or conclusive, they open up a 
broad field of inquiry. It appears to 
have been demonstrated, however, that 
disruptive electrical charges, such as 
those following a lightning flash, do ! 
have an appreciable influence on the ] 
brain. As the Electrical World, from 
which the above resume is taken, re- i 
marks editorially, while the demand j 
for thunderstorm electric shelters as a j 
result of these experiments is not like- i 
ly to be sufficient to render the busi- ; 


Track Laying by Machine. 


A new machine for laying railroad 
t'acks is being used in Pennsylvania. 
It has proved itself capable, with a 
crew of 40 men, of putting down two 
miles of track ia a day. 
The track- 


layer has a huge crane, 60 feet long, 
which projects forward over the road 
and it hauls behind it a train of 16 
flat cars loaded with ties and rails. 
A continuous double line of the latter 
moves forward over rollers and car- 
ries the ties with it. Both rails and 
ties are seized at the proper point by 
the machinery and placed on the road 
in front of the train, where they short- 
ly form part of the track over which 
it passes.
